BOYNE CITY - In the short term, retiring su- 
perintendent Jim Cooper isn’t thinking about re- 
tirement.

Agency 
plans 
Septage 
ordinance

NORTHWEST MICHIGAN - The 
Northwest Michigan Community 
Health Department is developing an 
ordinance to regulate the disposal of 
septage in Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet and Otsego Counties. 

The department's recommendation 
- which Department Health Officer 
Gerald Chase introduced to Antrim 
County Commissioners at their Feb- 
tuary 9 meeting - calls for an end to 
spreading septage on agricultural 
fields. It also suggests that the septage 
could be best handled by small, pri- 
vately-owned treatment facilities, and 
calls for a single public health regu- 
lation for Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego Counties that the Heath 
Department would enforce. 

In an interview after the meeting, 
Chase said that increasing population 
density in the area and technology 
breakthroughs in septage manage- 
ment have dated county ordinances,

‘Gym Sox’ provides 
‘youth support

EAST JORDAN - With bad news stories too commonplace among the 
youth of the community, it is nice to hear good news. East Jordan’s ecu- 
menical youth group, Gym Sox, has some good news to share. 

Gym Sox is an acronym for “get your mind set on Christ.” The “x” is an 
ancient Greek symbol for Christ, and the Gym Sox logo has the “x” turned 
to resemble a cross. 

Five churches participate: The Catholic Church, the Lighthouse Mis- 
sionary Church, the Lutheran, Methodist, and Presbyterian churches in 
East Jordan. There is a middle school group, and a high school group. 

Since its inception in Sept., 2004, Gym Sox has had about 50 young 
people participate, and has a solid regular membership of 35 or so youth - 
most of whom are middle schaal students. The adult. advisors said that 
they knew going in that they would have to “grow” the senior high group, 
whose membership is lower. But with 14 active eighth-graders this year, 
that is beginning to happen. 

The middle school group meets primarily at the Presbyterian Church, 
while the high school meets at the Methodist Church, with the shared 
goal of creating a “community of faith through which (the youth) will 
enjoy Christian fellowship and participate in mission outreach as (they) 
continue to grow spiritually.” 

Linda Robinson was one of the leadership. that got Gym Sox off the 


’ ground - for partly selfish reasons, she said, as she wanted nee own daughter 


to have. a youth group. 
“We partnered were we saw a need,” she said, explaining that her church 


needed a youth group, but the congregation was too small to support its’ 


own. So adults from the five local churches joined together to create one 
community youth group. .. 

How do they.deal with doctrinal differences? . : 

“We have tried to focus on cOmmonalities,” Robinson’ said,.“We all 
believe in God. We all believe in Jesus Christ-as Savior. We do not focus 
on our differences.” . 


As a result, they have established a dynamic youth group Sik a vibrant : 
membership (29 youth recently went.on a retreat to Camp Daggett), but

is sometimes like pulling teeth - but 
not the adults who are doing Gym 
Sox. From the beginning people have 
wanted to be involved. 

“Tt was the right thing at the right 
time - and we could do more. We are 
poised to do more,” Robinson said, 
adding that they have more ideas than 
they have time for. 

The Gym Sox group does more 
than play games and do retreats, 
though those are important elements.

The Cooper’s passion 
for children did not take 
the form of a family of 
their own, but they have 
been “unofficial foster 
parents” to several stu- 
dents over the years. 

“tT taught for 16 years in 
the inner city. We filled 
that niche with ‘adopted’ 
kids,” he said. 

Cooper said that as a 
coach and teacher, he 
learned that the best way 
to build relationships and 
trust was to be straightfor- 
ward and honest with ev- 
eryone he works with, and 
he tried to bring that same 
philosophy into adminis- 
tration. 

“I don’t want to be a 
politician. It’s corny. but 
you have to have a 
grounded philosophy for 
what you do. Mine is 
what's best for kids,” he 
said. “(Decisions) aren‘t 
always popular, but if I 


truly believe it's in the 
best interest of the kids, 
I’m okay with that. 

“As long as I’m satis- 
fied I haven’t compro- 
mised my values, I’m 
comfortable with some 
disagreement,” Cooper 
said, adding, “It’s how I 
want to be treated. Being 
honest with each other is 
the common thread we 
can hang on to.” 

He also said he tries to 
be a good listener and to 
treat people fairly. 

“Probably the most im- 
portant thing to me is that 
people feel that they were 
treated fairly and with re- 
spect,” he said. “I think 
it’s important that one 
feels they came in this of- 
fice and weren't listened 
to - no matter what the 
outcome.” 

Whatever comes next, 
the Coopers intend to stay 
in Boyne. 

“Tam sure we will stay in 
the area, for the quality of 
life. When I need to escape, 
1 can get on the bike in the 
summer.” Jim said. “Detroit 
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especially in Antrim and 
Otsego counties. 

“The way septage is 
handled is the same way 
it was handled 100 years 
ago, except now we 
have a load of people 
here,” said Chase. All 
four counties ofiginally 
passed identical septage 
treatment ordinances in 
the early 1970s, but that 
Charlevoix amended 
their ordinance 10 years 
ago, and Emmet has up- 
dated their ordinance 
twice in recent years. 

Chase said his organi- 
zation has received 
complaints from people 
whose pets or children 
have wandered through 
fields where the owners 
have allowed septage to 
be spread, and from 
people who have had 
used toilet paper blow 
from the fields onto 
their property. All that 
the Northwest Michigan 
Community Health De- 
partment is currently li- 


censed to do is inspect the 
equipment used to spread 
the septage, but Chase said 
that his organization had 
evidence that septage haul- 
ers weren't following 
county ordinances. 

“We've found that the 
haulers don’t follow the 
regulation as closely as 
they should,” said Chase. 

“T don’t want to be criti- 
cal of the haulers, because 
99-percent of them are fol- 
lowing the rules,” he added 
later. 

If the health 
department's recommen- 
dation is passed, all treat- 
ment facilities would be 
required to have an oper- 
ating permit from the 
health department, and 
heath department employ- 
ees would be able to con- 
duct regular inspections to 
make sure the septage is 
disposed of correctly. The 
Health Department would 
also send mailings to 
septage tank owners every 
five years reminding—not 
requiring—them to pump 


their tanks. 

Chase said that the need 
for new septage regulation 
was apparent when the 
United States Department 
of Environmental Quality 
visited northwest Michi- 
gan two years ago. 

“When the DEQ visited 
our area - and again, I'm 
not talking about our state, 
but our country’s DEQ - 
they found one distributor. 
who has since been pros- 
ecuted, who was pumping 
into a swamp,” said Chase. 
Chase said that the DEQ 
used a videotape of the dis- 
tributor pumping septage 
into a swamp to push for 
increased legislation. 

Chase said that ad- 
vanced treatment systems 
and new septage treatment 
techniques allow busi- 
hesses to treat septage 
more effectively and at lo- 
cations that were previ- 
ously not available for use. 

Chase said that after the 
health department finishes 
gathering input on the or- 
dinance, there will be a se- 


ries of public hearings, one 
in each of the counties. The 
recommendation will need 
to be approved by all the 
board of health and all of 
the affected counties be- 
fore. becoming law.

(where I was raised), Grand 
Rapids - I love thase cities. 
But there’s something 
about crossing that line - 
wherever it is - and com- 
ing home.” 

Boyne City Public 
Schools will miss Cooper 
at the helm, and are com- 
mitted to finding a re- 
placement that will be as 
good a fit for the commu- 
nity and the schools. 
Cooper himself will help 
in that effort, and the 
school requested the in- 
put of the public at a com- 
munity forum in the high 
school auditorium on 
Thursday, March 2. 

“Fifteen years as a su- 
Perintendent is a long 
time, but I don’t feel old. 
Ihave really enjoyed my- 
self here,” Cooper said. 
“If [ were going to step 
out, this would be a very 
positive note to step out 
on - with positive rela- 


tionships in Boyne City. 

“From a district stand- 
point, we are improving - 
and are perhaps stronger 
now than five years ago. 
I’m not suggesting that is 
because of something I’ve 
done, but a mentality 
throughout the district that 
we need to keep improv- 
ing. And improving orga- 
nizations are the only suc- 
cessful organizations there 
are,” 

So Cooper feels that he 
is leaving the district while 
it is strong. But every 
leader wants a legacy, and 
the one Cooper wants is 
straightforward - similar to 
his approach to the super- 
intendency. 

“Someone said, ‘When 
it is over, | want to be ad- 
mired by children, and re- 
spected by intelligent 
people,’ Cooper said. 
“That is the ideal way to be 
remembered.”
